It would be open to 
the former abuse of the water works depart- 
ment, rebating overdue bills to favored lead- 
ers o fthe administration party. You won't 
have to look long, if you start at the right 
spot in the records of the Lima water works, 
to find that sort of thing. A city-owned 
plant would be open to the old traditional 
enemy of public administration — ineffi- 
ciency and indifference on tin part of the 
employes.
